LONDON, June 1. 


Letters from Drefden fay, the King of Poland is very 
glad to hear of the King of Great Britain's Arrival at 
Hanover } that there isa perfect good Underftanding 
between the Two Courts; and that Aflurances have 
been given both to the Englifh and Dutch Minifters at 
his Court, that his Polifh Majefly was ready to enter 
into fuch Meafures as hall be thought neceflary by the 
Maritime Powers for re-eftablifhing the Peace of the 
Empire, and for oppofing all Attempts to difturb it. 

The Prince and Princefs of Hefle-Caffel arriv’d at 
Hanover laft Tuefday Se’nnight. 

They had a Report at Hanover, that there has been 
another bloody Battle in Silefia, wherein the Pruffians 
were woriled ; but no Article in all the Foreign Papers 
feems to give the leaft Countenance to the Report, 
except one from Brunfwick, which fays, that an Ex- 
prefs was pafled thro’ that Place from Silefia for Hano- 
ver, with Advice that the Pruffian Army was on the 
March to attack that of the Auftrians, which was in- 
camp’d near Neifs ; and another from Hambourg of 
the 26th of May, which fays they had fome particular 
Advices from the Auftrian Army, that the Count de 
Neuperg was retir’d with his Army, in order to draw 
the Pruflians out of their intrench’d Camp, towards the 
Frontiers of Moravia. Mean time other Advices from 
Hambourg, and from Berlin too of the fame Date, fay, 
that a Negociation is far advanc’d ; that a Sufpenfion cf 
Arms is expeéted to be declar’'d in the Camps every 


Day ; and that the King of Proffia declar’d to the Lord 


Hyndford, when he acquainted him with the laft Refo- 
lution of his Britannick Majefty, that he would not ex- 
tend his Conquefts any farther ; and that all he defir'd 
was, that they might be guaranteed, in order to obtain 
his Pretenfions. 

The Prince and Princefs of Orange are going to 
take a Tour to Germany. 

The Mufcovite Ambaflador Extraordinary made his 
Publick Entry on the 22d of March laft at Conftanti- 
nople ; from whence the Count d’Uhlefeld is fet out 
for Vienna, with magnificent Prefents from the Grand
